Banton. ““‘As soon as Mr. Norton 
brought his complaint, to this office, we 
hopped* right * on™ the * case. ‘We “have 
found , that the Arrow. Theatre Ticket 
‘Company had failed? to comply with the 
State law requiring every ticket. broker 
to take out a State license, besides hav- 
ing*“made the alleged, overcharge.’ This 
case will serve-to make it clear that the 
day of. the. ticket ‘speculator’s exorbitant 
commissions on theatre tickets has 
passed.” 

Mr. Marshall said that he-had taken dn 
appeal from the Appellate Division to the 
Court of and expected that the 
case would/come up for decision by. that 
body wiitiie a@ month.

Kessler, 
who is reputed -te-he worth anywhere 
from $5,000,000. to $10,000,000, and whose 
home consists of handsome rooms in an 
apartment hotel, was-sent to the Tombs. 

Latér, however, Judge Winslow made 
exceptions in the cases of Aron, Maxwell 
and Becher, and permitted them ‘to go 
home for the night. Sentence will: be im- 
posed. on the corivieted men at noon to- 
day. It was said that the Court had the 
power. of sentencing \ the defendants to 
prison for two years on each of the 
counts on which they were found guilty, 
and to.fine each.of them $2,000 in addi- 
tion. It was thought that Bloch, Gold- 
man, Katz and Maxwell would receive 
light. senténces because ofthe belief that 
they were“only the,tdols of Kesster and 
his. close associates.
